Pack up the hospital that’s 
unpacked, but don’t unpack the 
hospital that’s packed until re­ 
ceiving a directive from Sacra­ 
mento, the Marin County Board 
of Supervisors was told yester­ 
day. 
Confused? So were the su­ 
pervisors— and dismayed, too. 


It all had to do with the civil 
defense hospital unit placed in 
Hicks Valley for treatment of 
Marin residents in case of an 
atomic bombing. Hicks Valley 
I is the county’s holding area for 
disaster evacuees. 
Dr. Rafael G. Dufficy Jr., 
county physician and Army re­ 
servist, took a group of fellow 


reservists there last February 
and set up the 200-bed unit in 
an 
outbuilding 
behind 
the 
Rouge et Noir cheese factory 
off 
the 
Pt. 
Reyes-Petaluma 
road. 
The hospital unit, which in­ 
cludes Army cots, 
operating 
equipment, 
surgical 
instru­ 
ments, a portable generator, 


drugs, anesthetics, bandaging 
supplies 
and 
miscellaneous 
medical hardware, was provid- 


i ed by the California Disaster 
: Office. 
.A second unit, identical to 
the first, also was furnished. 
This created space problems, 
but with the help of county 
firemen and 
county jail in­ 


mates, it was stored in wooden 
crates in the same building in 
Hicks Valley. 
Yesterday, Dr. Frank L. Cole, 
chief of the medical and health 
division of the state Disaster 
Office, 
appeared 
before

supervisors and said a mistake 
had been made. 
The unit set up by Dr. Duf­

A final budget of $1.373.248 
was adopted by Novato Uni­ 
fied School District trustees 
last night. 
It is $17.250 less 
than originally proposed. 
The figure is based on the 
assumption that voters on Aug. 
5 will approve a tax ceiling 
increase to $3.23 for a three- 
\ra r period. 
A tax levy of 
about $3.05 would be neces­ 
sary, based on present esti­ 
mates of assessed valuation, 
trustees announced. 
The board in a three-hour 
meeting 
last 
night 
chipped 
$12,250 from the budget for 
salaries, leaving a $944,694 to­ 
tal for both certificated and 


other personnel. 
Even so. the 
figure constitutes about 70 per 
cent of the total budget, ac­ 
cording to Business Manager 
Eugene Debrecht.

SACRAMENTO (CNS>— 
W i t h 
California’s revenue 
from t a x a t i o n decreasing 
steadily, and with the state 
facing a sizeable deficit in the 
next budget, two legislative 
committees now are talking 
about a “Space Age” exposi­ 
tion. 
This would be three 
years in the making, run from 
four to five years, and have, 
so the discussions went, from 
45 to 50 million visitors. 
This would appear to be a 
somewhat ambitious program 
for a state legislature that 
cannot provide even a Cali­ 
fornia State Fair without an 
annual deficit running from 
a half to a million dollars 
every year. 


THE COMMITTEES consid­ 
ering the so-called Space Age 
Exposition p r o b a b l y have 
nothing else to do. These are 
the assembly industrial rela­ 
tions committee, and senate 
fact • finding committee on 
commerce and economic de­ 
velopment. 
Undoubtedly, a Space Age 
Exposition would be a highly 
desirable event, if the com­ 
panies which stand to profit 
out of the space age con­ 
templated p a y i n g for the 
show. 


NO DOUBT EVERY ’teen*, 
ager in the state, as well as the 
oldsters who never expect to 
get outside the earth’s atmos­ 
phere, would like to see some 
of the rocket fuels developed 
by Aerojet here in Sacra­ 
mento, and some of the secret 
accoutrements 
t h e 
federal 
government is developing in 
the race to get man away 
from his earth-bound plane 
and shoot him out into space. 
However, it does not ap­ 
pear practical, in the light of 
past performances from pri­ 
vate companies in connection 
with expositions, to expect 
private industry to foot the 
bill. In fact, if private indus­ 
try contemplated paying the 
bill, it would not seek the 
services of the state at all. 
So the mere fact that the

The formation of a citi­ 
zens committee always augurs 
on the ill-omen side as far as 
the s t a t e treasury is con­ 
cerned. First get the commit­ 
tee, and then get the money 
f r o m 
the 
government 
to 
operate. 


And to chairman the com­ 
mittee, Dan A. Kimball, for­ 
mer Secretary of the Navy 
and at the present time pres­ 
ident of the Aerojet General 
Corporation, has agreed to 
render his services. As Aero­ 
jet is one of the biggest, if 
not the biggest industry re­ 
lated to the space age in Cali­ 
fornia, it is logical that the 
concern would take the lead 
in sponsoring such an exhi­ 
bition.

Honorable; Not At All Like Hungary 


When President Eisenhower 
sent the U. S. Marines into 
Lebanon to protect its govern­ 
ment from violence, he can­ 
didly told the nation that he 
was taking this action “what­ 
ever the consequences.” 
It is w^ll that he spoke 
thusly because none can fore­ 
see what the chain of events 
will be. It was a reluctant ac­ 
tion: perhaps it was a tardy 
action, but the United States 
had no alternative unless we 
were prepared 
to see the 
whole Middle East fall, piece 
by piece, under the reckless 
evil of Nasser. 


THE RESPONSIBLE Demo­ 
cratic leaders of Congress are 
not heckling the President in 
this anxious emergency. They 
can honestly feel that mis­ 
takes of foreign policy per­ 
mitted the situation to get out 
of hand. But this is not the 
time for recriminations or 
scapegoating. 
Whatever the 
mistakes of the past they are 
not the exclusive possession 
of any administration or any 
party. 
There will be many outside 
the United States and perhaps 
some at home who will be be­ 
mused by the argument that 
American forces are doing in 
Labanon what Soviet forces 
did in Hungary. This is a false 
parallel at three points, at 
any one of which it breaks 
down completely: 


1. THE UNITED States re­ 
sponded to the unanimous 
Cabinet request of the legiti­ 
mate and elected government 
of Lebanon. 
The Soviet Union never re­ 
ceived any request for help 
from any elected government 
or from any legitimate gov­ 
ernment or official of Hun­ 
gary—and this is the unani­ 
mous verdict of the United 
Nations Hungarian Commis­ 
sion. 
1 The United £utes is not 


seeking to impose any gov­ 
ernment or any form of gov­ 
ernment on Lebanon. This is 
proved by the fact that the 
United States has offered to 
withdraw its forces instantly 
the United Nations will take 
their place. 
Did the Soviet Unkm ever 
offer to let the United Na­ 
tions go into Hungary to in­ 
sure government by t*be con­ 
sent of the governed? 
3. Moscow says it does not 
wish to interfere in the inter­ 
nal affairs of Lebanon and 
doesn’t want the U. S. to do 
so. Isn’t it interfering in the 
internal affairs of the elected 
government of Lebanon to ar- 
gue that I^ebanon does not 
have the right to invite the 
assistance of a nation whom it 
trusts? President Chamoun’s 
request to President Eisen­ 
hower was an exercise of Leb­ 
anon sovereignty. 
NATIONS W H I C H have 
been offered the protection at 
the United State« and have 
accepted it must never have 
reason to doubt that they can 
depend on that act. 
This is why the President 
had to act. It is a riskful ao- 
tion and an honorabel one.

NOW IN NOVATO 
Larry is a staff sergeant who 
was 
stationed 
in 
Casablanca 
with the Air Force and is now 
with the 4th Air Force at Ham­ 
ilton Air Force Base, living in 
Novato. His parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Glenn R. Bennett, make 
their home in Kansas City, one 
of the only two big cities Mimy 
has seen since coming to the 
United States, the other being 
San Francisco. 
Mimy is a pert, very attrac­ 
tive French young lady of a 
mature and intelligent 25. Her 
father is in the fruit and vege­ 
table import-export business al­ 
ternately 
making 
his 
home 
with his family between Casa­ 
blanca and Paris. “Mostly in 
Casablanca.” Mimy s m i l e d . 
“The weather is so very good 
there,” she said with a fond-

brown eyes. 
She speaks English very well 
— English being the newest lan­ 
guage she has learned just in 
the past year and a half. Her

her father is Spanish and it is 
the language heard most at 
home», French (her mother is 
French),

WRONG IDEA 
Mimy 
has 
some 
thoughts 
about America (she and her 
husband have been at Hamil­ 
ton three months) and the Eu­ 
ropeans’ impressions of Ameri­ 
ca. “You cannot c o m p a r e 
America and Europe, they are 
two extremities,” she stated. 
“One thing sure, the Europeans 
have completely the wrong idea 
about America,” she declared. 
All the young people know of 
America is New York and Hol­ 
lywood— “only movies showing 
wealth are seen there,” she add­ 
ed. “Many people in Europe do 
not know that Americans pay 
for their food, or that there are 
poor 
Americans, 
too,” 
she 
mused. About “99 per cent of 
the young girls want to marry 
an American GI,” she said, “so 
they can get to this ‘land of 
wealth and plenty’ — as they 
think of it.” (Mimy had her 
ticket and passport to come to 
Canada and the United States 
before she met I^arry— in fact 
stíe still has them.) 
But this story about Mimy 
began when she was 17 and 
was attending a private school 
in Paris. Her father wrote and 
asked what she would like for 
her birthday. “I didn’t want 
clothes or anything like that; 
I asked for a trip,” she said— 
which she got. She traveled to 
Italy, visited 
Cypress 
before 
reaching her planned destina­ 
tion— Israel. Mimy was fascin­ 
ated by the entire country of 
Israel and the people. Mimy 
turned what was to have been 
a visit into a three year stay. 


ISRAEL STAY 
The first year and a half was 
spent criss-crossing the coun­ 
try seeing everything there was 
to see, learning the Hebrew 
language 
and 
understanding 
this new country’s way of life. 
She saw the successful old and 
new c o l l e c t i v e farms, the 
schools, w here there is no re­ 
ligious training— much of what 
would be religious education in 
the United States is taught as 
history in Israel. “The children 
are not forced to learn; they 
are left free,” she explained. 
“Even the New Testament is 
being read— for better under­ 
standing.” Mimy added. 
The last year and a half was 
spent in the Israeli army work­ 
ing in the Hadassah hospital in 


Tel Aviv. Because she was in 
Israel on a visitors passport 
Mimy did not wear a uniform 
or have rank. During the first 
six months in the hospital she 
took a Red Cross nurses’ train­ 
ing course, receiving a diploma 
at its completion. 


‘LIKE TOWN’ 
Mimy 
explained 
the 
“kib­ 
boutz”— collective farm of Is­ 
rael. She lived on a kibboutz 
for several months while in Is­ 
rael, working in the fields and 
caring for the young children. 
She explained, “A large and 
old kibboutz is like a small 
town, like Novato,” she smiled. 
One kibboutz she knows of is 
45 years old. The old kibboutz 
has, in addition to the land un­ 
der cultivation, a theater, swim­ 
ming pool, shops and factories, 
all the things found in a town 
and needed by the people.” 
Mimy added, “And everyone 
within the kibboutz eats in one 
dining room.” 
Each farm has a name de- 


j cided upon by some “historical 
event, the birth of a daughter 
or a happening concerning the 
! farm,” she said. The kibboutz 
! that Mimy lived on for six 
months was called “Dorot”— 
1 generation. 
When 
a 
new 
kibboutz 
is 
started all the people have is 
the land, “They live in tents,” 
she explained. “In what seems 
over night, lawns spring up, 
gardens are started and culti­ 
vation and life begins,” she 
added. With obvious admira­ 
tion Mimy said, “These people 
are to be admired, and they 
are very willing to work for 
nothing— working for the good 
of all. Professional men, ev­ 
eryone, does his share and is 
willing to,” she added. 
A big ’thrill came to Mimy 
the last week of her stay in 
Israel. She was visiting another 
kibboutz. 
At meal 
time she 
joined the others in the dining 
room and found David Ben Gu- 
rion and his wife sitting next 
to her. “It was very thrilling to 
sit next to such a great man 
(the president and 
his wife 
had retired to this kibboutz) 
and talk to him. And she added 
with pride, “he was eating the 
same food as 1.”

feels sure 
that 
for 
whatever reason one visits Is­ 
rael— even 
for curiosity, 
for 
there 
is 
much 
to 
see— the 
reason will be well satisfied.

Members of the Richardson 
Bay Sanitary District board 
heard Monday night that the 
new pumping plant near Bel- 
veron Gardens is about 60 per 
cent completed. Directors are 
hoping for final completion be­ 
fore the rainy season begins. 


Methods of financing unex­ 
pected high costs of land ac­ 
quisition and easements came 
in for considerable discussion, 
but no action was taken.

PACIFIC FLEET 
SAN FRANCISCO vP—The 
1.046-foot 
aircraft 
carrier 
Ranger became part of the 
Pacific Fleet today as she 
rounded the tip of South 
America and entered Pacific 
waters off Cape Horn. 
The Ranger, newest, larg­ 
est and most powerful war­ 
ship in the world, is headed 
for her new home port, Ala- 
| meda Naval Air Station. She 
will sail through the Golden 
Gate in mid-August, on a 
cruise from Norfolk, Va. 
It will be the first time 
that a Forrestal class carrier 
| has been assigned to the Pa­ 
cific Fleet or has operated 
in Pacific waters. 
Carrying a crew of 3,500, 
the Ranger has a flight deck 
of more than four acres in 
area. She is 252 feet wide— 
wider than the Queen Mary 
and the Queen Elizabeth tied 
side by side.

The next step was 
to join the students on the ice 
and before long she was taking 
p r i v a t e 
lessons 
from 
the 
Schramms. 
Being an Ice 
Foliiette is 
strenuous business. During the 
San Francisco engagement all 
the girls must practice for next 
year's show which opens this 
September in Los Angeles. Re­ 
hearsal is from 10 a.m. to 3 
p.m. daily. (Carol Ann said next 
year’s show’ was even better 
than this year’s.) 
NOT SO RIGOROUS 
Things aren’t quite so rigor­ 
ous when the show is playing 
the other 20 cities on its 20,000 
mile schedule. Then the girls 
only rehearse the current show- 
two hours per week plus a half- 
hour of skating classes and a 
half-hour of ballet under Ice 
Follies directors Frances Clau- 
det and Mary Jane Lewis.

The fire started in the base­ 
ment of the fashionable Smith 
and Lang department store, in 
the 
heart of 
the downtown 
area, and for a time threatened 
to spread 
next door 
to the

More than 160 city firemen 
and rural volunteers fought the 
blaze from the street and tops 
of nearby buildings. 
Dense smoke kept firemen 
from entering.

Doc's Mailbag: Happy Wanderer, 


Family Quarrels (Daughter Cried) 


Q. “Our only child is a girl 
of 3. There are no other 
small children in our neigh­ 
borhood. She has become a 
wanderer. Usually I must go 
and find her, although some­ 
times she comes home volun­ 
tarily. She is a happy, lov­ 
able little thing. I spank her 
but she keeps on wandering. 
What more can 1 do?” 
O.C. 
A. Most small wanderers are 
huntirg 
for something 
they 
lack at home. In your girl’s 
case it may be companionship. 
Is there a good nursery school 
she 
could 
enter? 
Then 
her 
wanderlust should diminish. 
Could you make a back yard 
playground for her. with a 
childproof fence? If not you’ve 
no choice but to keep track of 
her every minute. If the spank­ 
ing doesn’t help, discontinue it. 
Q. ‘‘My wife and 1 disagree 
about many things, and quar­ 
rel frequently. Today when 
we were arguing I noticed 
our daughter crying. She Is 
6. She asked, ‘Daddy, do you 


hate Mommy?’ I explained 
that 1 loved her, but that 
we disagree. Then she said, 
‘Please don't fight any more. 
I love you both.’ I felt chas­ 
tened, and humble. How can 
we avoid quarrels when we 
disagree?”

(A) Many 
couples 
disagree 
frequently. The wise ones work 
out methods of avoiding quar­ 
rels. Devices help. You can by­ 
pass arguments over TV pro­ 
grams, for example. Just alter­ 
nate the nights when each can 
choose the programs. 
You can block out certain 
areas in MPhic-h she'll make the 
decisions, and others in which 
you will decide.
